Is It by au act of God aloue, asks t be 


Wall St. Journal, tbat the questlou of 
tbe money standard has been removed 
from the field of political contention, 
aud has man had no part iu bringing 
about that result? Certain Democratic 
orators aud platform makers answer 
the question iu the alllrmative as the 
best way of covering tbe party's re- 
treat from tbe silver heresy. The fact 
that the gold standard has beeu estab- 
lished they attribute solely to the dis- 
coveries of gold during the past few 
years, which have added immensely to 
tbe sum of the world's supply. They 
give no credit whatever to the action 
of the American people iu voting lu 
favor cf the gold standard aud to the 
Republican party iu having enacted 
tbe gold standard into law. 


There is uo questiou whatever that 


the great productiou -of gold during the 
past eight years has been a powerful 
factor in tbe business world, and that 
t has contributed mightily to 
the 


wealth aud strength of the 
United 


States. Ou July 1, 1896, when the 
Democratic party was about to take its 
stand lu favor of free aud unlimited 
coinage of silver, there was in circula- 
tion lu the United States $498,449,242 of 
gold, tbe total circulation of money at 
bat time being $1,509,723,200. Ou July 
1, 1904, tbe amouut of gold iu circula- 
tion iu the couutry was $1,111,429,948, 
the total circulation of money being 
$2,521,151,527. Tbe 
increa e iu tbe 


supply of gold in circulation In this 
couutry has therefore beeu over ?600,- 
000,000, and tbe United States produc- 
tion of gold In this time has beeu about 
(550,000,000. But It may be asked 
what would have taken place If Mr. 
3ryau had succeeded Inl896,and the free 
aud unlimited coinage had beeu eatab- 
lebed in this country. We will take It 
or granted tbat tbe new discoveries of 
gold would have been made and that 
here would have been the same pro- 
duction as has taken place since the 
election of Mr. McKinley. In other 
words, nature would 
have done Us 


vork irrespective of man. But bow 
much of this gold would have remain- 
ed lu circulation iu this country? It is 
a law of finance that the poorer always 
drives out tbe better money, aud the 
establishment of the silver standard lu 
his couutry would have driven out of 
circulation tbe greater portion of tiie 
gold tbat was already iu tbe couutry, as 
well as tbe greater proportion of the 
gold that might thereafter have beeu 
mined. Therefore, instead of having at 
this time immense supplies of gold, we 
would have beeu worse off, notwith- 
standing tbe great productiou iu tbe 
past few years, than we were iu 1896. 
It should be uoted, also, that iu July, 
1896, when we were agitating the silver 
questiou, the percentage of gold to the 
total amount of money iu circulation 
was only 33, while to-day the percent, 
is 44. Nature has ludeed done much 
for this country in increasing its supply 
of the yellow metal, but mau has also 
done his part, aud the victory of the gold 
standard and Its enactment Into law 
are largely responsible for the great 
prosperity that We have enjoyed.

Most of J be Cabi- 
net officers are away from Washing- 
ton. 
Secretary Morton ha» gona to 


Chicago, to attend on Ihe 14(b lust, u 
complimentary dinner given by the 
Merchant's Club. He will return early 
iu August iu time to meet the Presi- 
dent. 
Mr. Cortelyou did uot leave 


Washington for a couple of weeks as 
recommended by the President, but has 
opened a temporary olHceiu the annex 
of tbe Arlington hotel, where he has 
taken off his coat aud gone to- work 
preparing for the campaign, ami wait- 
ing for the outcome of the St. Louis 
Convention. He has been besieged by 
au army of politicians seeking au inter- 
view, ottering advice, aud hoping for 
work and wages. Elmer Dover is also 
there, as the right hand man of the 
Chairman, and some active and de- 
cisive work may be expected In. the 
near future. 


Few people remember that just forty 


years ago this month a battle was fought 
m Washington for the defence of the 
city, aud that Abraham Liucolu was a 
spectator of the conflict. The battle is 
known as tbat of Fort Stevens, iu wbJcQ 
6 ottlcerx and 50 meu were killed, aud 
8 oltieers and 137 meu were wouuded. 
On the 12th lust., a fine monument 
will be unveiled lu commemoration of 
the event. It has been erected ou the 
exact spol where President .Lincoln 
stood. 


During tbe past week the people of 


Washington have beeu shocked by two 
dreadful crime*. Tbe shooting ou the 
4th of July of Policeman Smith, who 
bat siuce died,by a young United Stale* 
cavalry officer who was drunk; aud the 
brutal murder lu Ban Francisco of a 
popular young lawyer, only 26 years of 
age, John J. Hill, widely known and 
beloved in this city, who was on hte 
way to Manila to fill a government po- 
sition. Tbe untimely death of Mr..Hill 
Is uncommonly sad, as he was unusu- 
ally mild aud inoffensive,highly educat- 
ed and refined, and a graduate lu law of 
the National University, where be took 
the highest honors. The mystery sur- 
rounding his death has uot yet beeu 
dissipated. It is only kuowii that he 
made all arrangements to sail for Ma- 
nila ou the day he died. He was found 
early iu the inoruiug on Mission street, 
San Francisco, iu au uucouscious cou- 
ditiou, and died without regaining con- 
sciousness the afternoon of the same 
day. The autopsy revealed that he had 
beeu struck a blow on the back of tbe 
head aud that be died from concussion 
of the bram. The theory of the San 
Francisco authorities Is that he was set 
npou by thugs, knocked senseless and 
robbed. His classmates In tills city 
have published resolutions of sympa- 
thy aud appreciation. The policeman 
left a wife und six children to mourn 
his loss. Recently there have beeu four 
homicides In Washington aud last week 
there were three suicides. 


The matter of introducing the Uuate- 


maliau ant iuto Texas has.beeu referred 
to the law department of the Govern- 
ment by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
for au opiuion upou the legal aspect of 
the case. While it is claimed tbat the 
ant is perfectly harmless, aud really 
useful, It is thought best to be ou the 
safe side.

ing impure water, has begun to appear 
in this city, and the, health officer has 
issued warning that at least during 
July aud August all drinking water 
should be boiled. A nitration plant is 
beiug built in Washington but it is yet 
far from completion. The water of the 
Potomac, which supplies the Capital, 
is often very muddy, as the river quick- 
ly becomes torpid after every rainfall. 
The danger of summer resorts is that if 
u drought prevails, or the servants arc 
careless, the drinking water may be- 
come contaminated and typhoid follow 
as u result. 


Excavations for the new National 


Museum, which is tostand on the north 
side of the Mall, have been begun.

will he a two-story structure of granite, 
and will have 27 acres of flooring.

The postmortem examination of the 


body of Mr. Kruger, who died yester- 
day at Glarens, Switzerland, showed 
that he died of senile 
pneumonia, 


caused by sclerosis of the arteries, 
•which made rapid progress during the 
last few weeks. 


Paul Kruger was born in 1825, 
in 


Colesberg, Cape Colony, and was 
christened, according to the Boer 
fasUou, after names found in the Bible, 
Btepluuius Johannes Paulus Kruger. 


He was but a child of 10 when the 


Boers made their great trek of 6000 
men, women and children, to the north. 
They wished to escape from British 
Interference, especially as that inter- 
ference involved their right of slave 
holding. They boped by trekking north 
to escape 
altogether 
from British 


domination; for the north at tliat time 
(the district beyond the Vaal) was be- 
yond the confines of civilization. They 
had to flijlit their way, rifle in hand. 
They only escaped ircm the British to 
fall among the Zulus, who saw their 
own Independence threatened, and who 
began a war of extermination against 
the intruders. The war went on with 
varying fortunes. 
I'Mnally the Zulus 


were driven over the river, and 
the 


Boers ruled from the 
Vaal to 
the 


Limpopo. 


All that the conquerors now wanted 


to make them happy was a seaport, 
and they besieged the British settle- 
ment of Durban with great energy for 
a month, only to be beaten off. At this 
time Kruger, though but 17, was a full 
fighting man. In 1857 the Boers quar- 
relled among themselves and be took 
part In the great rising nt Potchef- 
stroom. 


There was peace 
in the 
land 
at 


length, but not peace and plenty. The 
new state was once more threatened by 
the Zulus. It was so absolutely pros- 
trated with weakness that in 1877 it 
was annexed to the British empire by 
a mere handful of police. There was no 
resistance or attempt at reslxtanre. 


.Kruger and his party, which really 


represented the Boer nation, hiiteil the 
very thought of annexation. The gov- 
ernment of Gladstone, though strongly 
sensible of the Injustice of the annexa- 
tion, were not disposed to undo it. ow- 
ing to their fear of beginning n war of 
races between the Dutch and Ftritish. 
Lord Wolseley. -who was then in South 
Africa, said that the Transvaal never 
Would be given back so long as the sun 
and moon endured. There was. how- 
ever, but a small British garrison In 
the colony, and the Boers finally felt 
strong enough to hegin their war of in- 
dependence. Kruger, General Jonbert 
•nd General Smit were the triumvirate 
Tvho directed the movement. Majubn 
Hill followed. After that disaster JLord 
Koberts was sent out, but before he 
could assume the command of the 12,- 
000 men placed at his disposal Glad- 
stone decided to restore the country to 
the Beers.

The lute president had been twice 


married. Ills first wife bore him one 
son, who dl«d. Sixteen children were 
the fruit of his second marriage, and 
of those seven are living.

Donnelly in reply to a statement of the 
terms mi which he would be willing to 
make a settlement. Donnelly last night 
said that the counter proposal of the 
packers would be rejected and that he 
would iu turn present a counter pro- 
posal today.

The hitcji in the negotiations is over 


the reinstatement of the strikers. The 
union demands tliat every man who 
went on strike shall be given his old 
place before an agreement to arbitrate 
will be considered. The packers declare 
that they will retain the men they have 
employed since the strike began and 
will take back the old men in the order 
in which they file applications for their 
former positions. 


While the negotiations were in pru- 


gress the packers, hearing that ellorts 
were being made tu induce railroad men 
who are members of unions to refuse 
to handle supplies for packing plants 
where the men are on strike, 
were 


busy putting in great stocks of coal 
for fear the railroads might attempt 
to stop the supply. 


Rioting commenced 
in the 
stock- 


yards last bight and one man was shot 
in the left shoulder by the police. The 
Incidents leading up to the shooting 
began when a party of strikers met a 
detachment of police in Paulina street, 
uear the. stockyards. Several volleys 
of stones had been thrown before the 
police drew revolvers and fired several 
shots at the crowd. The wounded man 
and a companion were taken to the 
police station, which in a few minutes 
was surrounded by a crowd of several 
hundred men, women and boys. Calls 
were sent for reinforcements and In a 
short time several patrol wagons filled 
with policemen from other stations ar- 
rived. The crowd refused to give way, 
and the reinforcements were com- 
pelled to fight their way to the station 
doors, but after a short time the crowd 
dispersed. 


Lieutenant Prim of the stockyards 


police station was Injured last night by 
a large dog while attempting to arrest 
a rioter who bad lied into a saloon near 
the stockyards. When Prim stepped 
Inside the saloon the proprietor urged 
a large dog to attack him. The dog 
lacerated Prim's leg severely.

Enforced Chnrch Attendance. 


In the reign of -Edward VI. an act 


was passed which provided that every 
one "shall diligently and faithfully, 
having no lawful or reasonable excuse 
to be absent, endeavor themselves to 
their parish church or chapel accus- 
tomed, or, upon reasonable let, to some 
usual place where common prayer 
shall be used^-on Sundays and boll- 
days—upon penalty of forfeiting for 
every nonattendance 12 pence, to be 
levied by the church wardens to the 
use of the poor." As the years rolled 
on, however, the penalties for nonat- 
tendance became more and more se- 
vere, until In Elizabeth's reign such 
harsh legislation as the following was 
passed: "All persons who do not go to 
church or chapel or other places where 
common prayer Is said according to 
the act of uniformity shall forfeit £20 
per month to the queen, being thereof 
lawfully convict, and suffer imprison- 
ment until paid." 


Plant Forma Sven In Coal. 


The substance of coal has been so 
ompressed that the forms of the 
lants composing it cannot usually be 
een, but when a piece of it is made BO 
bin that It will transmit light and is 
hen subjected to a powerful micro- 
cope vegetable structure may readily 
e distinguished.

tiou of hostilities with Great Britain.

The deliuitive Treaty of Peace bad 


not yet been signed nor tbe territory 
of the United States evacuated by tbe 
British. 


The Regular Coutiueutal Officers of 


thu American Aruiy foresaw, however, 
thai their services could soon be dis- 
pensed with and that when they weut 
to their distant homes Ihe probabilities 
would be great that, with the diltlculty 
theu experienced ill travelling aud 
their geueral poverty, very many of 
them would never again meet. 


This was a source of poignant grief 


because they bad .been as brothers to 
each other aud bad eudured every ex- 
tremity of privation, danger and ex- 
posure, through u long aud diilicult 
cou test, iu support of tbe great funda- 
mental principles for whicn they bad 
taken up arms. 


They belonged to the best class of 


citizens of colonial consequence in their 
respective States aud every one, iu his 
commission from the Coutiueutal Cou- 
gress, was desiguated as "geutlemau", 
a grade iu tbe social scale which then 
had a certain legal siguilicauce. 


In this connection it is interesting to 


nute that when the Continental Army. 
was being re-organized iu December, 
1776, "for the War", General Washing- 
ton used the most decided language iu 
urging upon Congress aud upon the 
several State Governments that uo 
person who was not a geutlemau should 
be choseu as an Officer, and in bis iu- 
structlohs to the Colonels appointed by 
him, uuderspecial authority of Congress 
for the Coutiueutal Corps of Artillery, 
and Cavalry and for the additional 
Continental regiments of iufautry, and 
to whom be gave carte blanche to se- 
lect the Liue Officers, he said: "Ju 
your choice of Olllcers take uoue but 
gentlemen, let uo local attachments 
, 


influence you. 
The ce y 


Officers in service when Peace 


was proclaimed were all Veteraus of 
many battles, aud intensely American 
iu their feelings. 


Their French Brethren who were 


with them serving uuder Continental 
Commissions shared their feelings to 
-an unusual degree. 


No class of citizens were as keerU 


alive to the imlweilities of the Articles 
of Confederation uuder which the las 
two years of the War of the Revolutio 
had beeu waged as were the Coutiuen 
tal Officers. 
OAs early as July 20th, 1781, Majo 
General Henry Kuox, Chief of Artillery 
and author of the Institution of the (Jin 
ciuuati, wrote to his brother and said: 


' The vile water gruel government 


which have taken place in most o 
the states are totally disproportionate t 
the exigencies of the war." 


It was a favorite toast iu the Coutiu 
eutal Army: 


"A hoop to the barrel,"or 
"Cement to the Uuiou." 


At the close of the war the Officers 


had beeu without pay for upward o 
two years and iu order to continue in 
service they bad practicallv used up 
their private estates. 
* 
" 


Those who bad families had beeu ob 


liged to sell or mortgage their property 
Ju order to support them aud had it uot 
beeu that their respective States gave 
them their uniforms, equipments aud 
necessary underwear, they could not 
-nave continued iu service. 


They had continued iu service, most 


of them from 1775, under the most dis- 
heartening and discouraging circum- 
stances but the flame of patriotism, love 
of country aud desire for national inde. 
jwndeucne ever burned so brightly any- 
where as at the camp lires of the Con- 
tinental Army. 


They were uow about to separate and 


in consequence of the treatment they 
had received from Congress on the sub. 
ject of their pay, by which they bad 
accepted five years full pay iu lieu of 
previously promised seven years half 
Pay aud then were told they could only 
have certificates of indebtedness for the 
full pay, which practically was confls- 
catioans they badjpart toiwith the certi- 
ficates at nominal rates iu order to pay 
their little debts in camp and then 
started to march to their homes wllh 
nothing but their faded and war worn 
uniforms and swords but with the con- 
sciousness that but for their services no 
united States of America would have 
been in existence. 


Before separating they decided to 


form a Military Soeiaty of Friends to 
endure as long as they should endure 
or any Of their male posterity 
aud 
fat patriotism shuold never be al- 
lowed to slumber aud, accordingly, iu 
|he Institution which they framed at

They deliberately named their So- 


ckly which was to be «i illustrious iiud 
hUrtonc.afler that great I toman ttountor, 
Cluduuatui, twcauae lie, afier mvlug 
tlieSute, returned to tiiu peaceful pur- 
suits of a private citi2.ii, at. they were 
about to do, aud they, ncvordlugly, 
called themselves the Ciiiclnuuti and 
the great City on the banks of tue Ohio 
river was afterward named In honor of 
the Society.

All the distinguished men of the War 


of the Revolution became member*. 


Those who could not qualify by mili- 


tary or naval service to be olixinal 
nil-inhere were admitted as Honorary 
members, including many of I he .Sign- 
ers of the Declaration of Independence, 
and it may be Iruly said ttiat tbe Unit 
Triennial Meeting of the General So- 
uiety of the Cincinnati held in Phila- 
delphia in May, 1784, to which Wash- 
ington came irom Mount Veruon to 
preside as President General, contained 
a wore illustrious b'.'dy of citizens of 
the United Slates Ibaii any other as- 
semblage ever held before or sinca m 
America. 


When the Order of the Cincinnati 


was formed ou the banks of the Hud- 
sou in May, 1783, the Rhode Island 
Coutiueutal Liue were iu barracks at 
Scbuylerville, ou the upper waters of 
tbe Hudson River. 


tiere ou Hie 2*1 of Juue, 1783, was 


received by their commanding officer 
from Baron de Steubeu, a copy of the 
Institution, aud tbe Rhode Island offi- 
cers at once met aud formed this So- 
ciety. 


Just after they bad returned home ou 


December 17th, 1788, their first meet- 
ing in Rhode Island was held in the 
Senate Chamber of the State House, 
Provideuce, and was presided over by 
Major Geueral Nathanael Greene. 


After that the annual meetings ro- 


tated between Providence and New- 
port aud Major General Greene came 
on to attend ihe meeting of the Society 
held in this Stale House, on July 4th, 
1785. 


A pleasiug custom .of the Society has 


been to hold commemorative public 
celebrations aud always to dine together 
on ludepeudeuce Day. 


At these annual banquets thirteeu 


toasts have alwuy- been responded to 
and among those who have attended 
such commemorative patriotic celebra- 
tions of this Society may be mentioned, 
Major Geueral William Mimllrie, of 
South Carolina, Major Geueral William 
Mifllin of Pennsylvania, who, as Presi- 
dent of the Coutiueutal Congress at Au- 
napolis, receive^!

Time aud again successive Governor 


and Senators of this State, from It 
great war Governor, William Greene 
of tbe Revolution, dowu to the presen 
lucDrrlbeutot the office, have attendee 
these commemorations together with 
long Hue of eminent and respected elt 
zeus of Rhode Island, who, iu hoiioriu 
the Society by their presence, were 
merely joining with them as patrioli 
Americans In rendering tribute to those 
who had established our Govern men 
for us founded on the great prlucipl 
of liberty regulated by law.

The part taken 
bv the French Heel under the Co u maud 
of tbe Count d'lCitaiug bas this day 
Lteu explained by my distinguished 
young friend Mr. KuMell, iu bis able 
address delivered at ttie old State 
House. That the forces uuder General 
Sullivan did not succeed iu delivering 
the. suite from the severities aud trials 
incident to occupation by tbe British 
was not iu any way due to any fault of 
that able commander who at a later 
period earned bU deserved title to his- 
toric fame. The elements were against 
tbe French admiral aud the strength of 
the British fleet much superior to his 
own. 


~ He bravely encountered tbe Rnglish 
fleet aud in the battle several of his ships 
received severe injury aud iu the great 
storm which occurred his Hag uhi 
and a number of other vessels suflferei 
severely. 'Holding a consultation of 
his staff aud the chief officers of his 
fleet iu tbe cabin ol bis ship, the Tau- 
guedoc, it was decided that uuder the 
circumstance it was best for tbe safety 
of the fleet aud tbe interests of his gov- 
ernment to proceed to Boston, where his 
crippled vessels could obtain all that 
were required to repair them thoioujjh- 
ly.
